The commander of the Lebanese army, 
General Victor Khouri, issued a statement 
saying the abductions would be referred to a 
military court. 

It was not clear whether the army intended 
to raid the kidnappers’ hideouts. Press 
reports said both sides were talking with the 
government to secure a negotiated release for 
the hostages. 

Meanwhile Israeli planes circled over the 
Palestinian camps of Nahr el Bared and al 
Bcddawi in north Lebanon Friday, Beirut 
state radio said.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (Agencies) — 
Two top presidential hopefuls squared off 
over the Middle East, with Republican John 
Connally calling for Israeli withdrawal from 
Arab lands while Democrat Edward Ken- 
nedy said the U.S. should have no dealings 
with the PLO until it recognizes Israel's right 
to exist. 

In a speech to the Washington Press Club, 
Connally included the pledge as pari 
of a nine-point proposal he said should pro- 
vide the framework “ for direct negotiations 
between the Israeli and Arab parties " lead- 
ing to a Vfideast peace settlement. 

The former Texas Governor said that any 
Palestinian leader who is “ willing to put 
aside violence” should be welcome at the 
peace table. 

. Connally also called for a stepped-up U.S. 
military presence in the Middle East as pan 
'of the peace process, “ including major air 
force components,” perhaps at former 
Israeli airfields in the Sinai. He said a new 
.fifth fleet should be stationed in the Indian 
Ocean, in part to provide security for the 
Arabian Sea and oil- shipping lanes in the 
Straits of Hormuz. 

With respect to Israel and its neighbors, he 
said, “ ail parties must be prepared to 
renounce all hostile actions, including armed 
incursions, blockades, boycotts and prop- 
aganda. ” 

Other points of Connallv's peace plan : 

— Israel would withdraw from the West 
Bank, Gaza Strip and Golan Heights. The 
areas would be demilitarized, with Israel 
permitted to lease military strong points. 

— Israeli civilian settlements would be 
removed gradually from the former Palesti- 
nian lands after the signing of a peace treaty. 


— Palestinians would be permitted 0 
decide whether they prefer to have the Wes 
Bank and Gaza Strip governed as a; 
** entirely independent entity ” or as an aut 
onomous part of Jordan, an approach Cos 
nally appeared to favor. 

— There should be free access to all Mus 
lim, Jewish, and Christian holy places i 
Jerusalem, with no barriers dividing the city 
Kennedy meanwhile says the United State 
should not deal even indirectly with th 
Palestine Liberation Organization until i 
recognizes Israel 1 s right to exist. 

The Massachusetts Democrat, in an inter 
view with Israeli television, said he did nc 
think a new U.S. president would chang 
American policy in the Middle East 
He reaffirmed “ what is the commo 
understanding of all American people— an 
that is a strong commitment to Israel, to it 
security, to defensible borders, to it 
economic strength. ” 

Kennedy is expected to challenge Presi 
dent Jimmy Carter for the 1980 Democrat] 
party U.S. presidential nomination. 

Kennedy said he does not favor U.S 
negotiations with the PLO. 

“ There should be no direct or even ind: 
rect negotiations," he said, at least unt 
PLO leaders accept Israel's right to exist i 
peace and accept U.N. Security Counc 
resolutions affirming that right.

WASHINGTON. Oct. 12 (R) — The 
Senate Thursday night rejected by an over- 
whelming 78 to seven votes a proposal to cut 
U.S. military loans to Israel by 5 100 million 
as a sign of disapproval of Israeli pre-emptive 
bombing strikes in Lebanon. 

Oregon Republican Mark Hatfield, who 
proposed a U.S. foreign aid bill amendment 
reducing Israel's one billion dollar military 
credits by 10 per cent, said : “ This is a sym- 
bolic gesture... an appeal to conscience. ” 

He cited that strikes against Palestine Lib- 
eration Organization (PLO) targets by 
Israel's U.S.-built F-1S warplanes had killed 
more than 200 civilians since April, severely 
injured 400 and made 300,000 people into 
refugees. 


He noted that under U.S. law Americar 
supplied military equipment could be use 
only for defensive purposes and that Cor 
gress had used this law to impose an am 
embargo against Turkey. 

Opponents of the amendment said the ct 
would harm Israel economically and serve £ 
a signal of support to the PLO. 

Hawaii Democrat Daniel Inouye, chaii 
man of the foreign aid subcommittee, said th 
amendment would send the wrong raessag 
— •* that the U.S. has changed its foreig 
policy and is no longer supportive of Israel. " 

•* I deplore violence no matter who is th 
perpetrator or for what reason," Hatfiel 
said.

Sudan urges 
settlement 
of refugees 


GENEVA, Oct. 12 (R) - Sudanese Vice 
President Abel Alier Friday urged neighbor- 
ing countries to eliminate the reasons why 
more than 400,000 refugees have fled io his 
country. 

He told newsmen his government would be 
asking the world community for about $ 60 
million to finance a project to regroup the 
refugees in organized fully-serviced center. 

Alier said 60,000 were disarmed soldiers 
or civilians who had fled Uganda since the fall 
of ex-Pnesident Idi Amin, 5,000 bad come 
from Zaire and 6,000 from Chad. The vast 
majority had sought refuge from fighting in 
Eritrea, he told a news conference.

The same group daimed responsibility for 
an attack on the Turkish Vice-Consul, Miyazi 
Adali, in Geneva August 22 and on a Turkish 
Airlines office in Frankfurt, West Germany, 
August 7. 


Armenian militants who say they are exact- 
ing vengeance for an alleged Turkish mas- 
sacre of Armenians in 1914, have claimed 
responsibility for the killing of four Turkish 
diplomats in the lost five years. Those attacks 
took place in Vienna, Paris and Beirut. 

The shooting occurred on a road leading to 
the Delft highway and witnesses said it 
appeared the gunman was wailing for the 
young man to drive past on his way to the 
technical school. 


The witnesses said the gunman, described 
as a dark complex ioned man, fled across a 
nearby field and disappeared into a section of 
the city criss-crossed by canals and embas- 
sies.

BEDFORD, Massachusetts, Oct. 12 (R) 
— Professor Allan Cormack, co-winner of 
the Nobel prize for medicine, said his com- 
puterized X-Ray body scanner would 
revolutio nize the diagnosis and treatment of 
tumors. 

“litis is only the beginning. It is my belief 
that ip time this (body-scanner) will replace 
X-Rays as treatment for tumors,” He told a 
press conference at Tufts University where 
he is a physics professor. 

The scanner, for which he shared the Nobel 
with British engineer Dr. Godfrey Houns- 
field, Thursday, cuts the dose of radiation 
from X-Rays now used to examine tumors by 
one-third to one-tenth. 

“How can you accurately estimate radia- 
tion levels you should give a patient if you do 
not know the material around the head 
through which the (radioactive) material 
must pass’?” Cormack asked. 

The computerized technique can also scan 
an area in seconds with accuracy to within a 
fraction of a millimeter, whereas current 
methods like angiograms take at least 45 
minutes and pictures are obscured by sur- 
rounding tissue. 

Godfrey Newbold Hounsfield, educated at' 
the Faraday House Electrical Engineering 
College in London 1947-51, has been emp- 
loyed at Electric and Musical Industries 
(EMI) since the early 1950s. He first Jed 
development of a large solid state computer.

400 rebels killed, 
Moroccans claim 


RABAT, Oct. 12 (R) — 
Moroccan troops killed more than 
400 guerrillas and destroyed 
nearly 60 military vehicles in fight- 
ing in the south of the country 
Wednesday, the information 
ministry has said. 

It said in a statement Thursday 
the guerrillas tried to occupy a 
mountain pass near the town of 
Zag on the border with Algeria. 

The Moroccans are fighting a 
guerrilla war against the 
Algerian- backed Polisario Front 
which is seeking independence for 
the Western Sahara which 
Morocco controls. 

The statement gave Moroccan 
casualties as six dead and seven 
wounded. It indicated that some 
of the guerrilla dead were not 
Arabs. Reports in Rabat have 
alleged that Cuban and Vietnam- 
ese advisers are attached to the 
Polisario forces. 

Morocco said this month that 
more than 1,000 front guerrillas

"We see nearly identical fea- 
tures in the two habitats that star- 
tle, surprise and even confuse the 
experts,” said El- Baz, who seizes 
as research director of the Smith- 
sonian Institution's Center for 
Earth and Planetary Studies in 
Washington, D.C. 

"Alternating bands of dark and 
light colored streaks, boulder- 
strewn fields and pitted rocks — 
these are some of the features 
common to both: You can hold 
two photos side-by-side and ask. 
'Is it Earth or is It Mars?" 


The Wind 


through uncharted desert, using 
tracking signals from a NASA 
satellite to keep them on course. 

They traveled southwest to Bir 
Tarfawi, then west to Gilf Kebir, 
and finally south to Jebel 
Uweinat. The scientists found the 
landforns they were looking for, 
and more. 

They located the light and dark* 
streaks emanating from crater rims, 
and knobs near Uweinat' 
described above, which are identi- 
cal to the ones photographed in 
the Cerberus region of Mars. 

El-Baz and his colleagues found 
that the light streaks were sand 
sheets laid down by the wind. The 
dark streaks turned out to be 
eroded material from mountains 
and hills, lying in areas virtually 
free of sand. 

The positioning of the light und 
dark streaks was determined by 
the flow of the wind around vari- 
ous landiorm’in the area, the sci- 
entists discovered. 

"These findings have significant 
implications for the interpretation 


of streaks on Mars," El-Baz says.

The parallels between the 
deserts of the two planets extends 
to minute features as well. Rock 
surfaces in the Western Desert are 
frequently covered with pits or 
holes that are suspiciously similar 
to the hollows in Martian rocks at 
the yiking 2 landing site. 


Scientists once thought the pits 
in the Martian rocks were “vesi- 


dense volcanic rocks, cqarse 
grained rocks like granites and in 
sandstone and quartzite. 

The wind in the Western Desert 
is" so fierce that it is quite capable 
of plucking individual grains from 
the rock fabric, thus creating small 
holes in their place." 

Grains of sand become lodged 
in these holes, and the wind grinds 
the grains deeper and deeper, in a 
circular motion, enlarging the 
holes. 

Given this process, it is entirely 


Mars and our own deserts may 
provide us with important clues to 
understanding how deserts are 
created and how man can N copc 
with them.

"Mars has been transformed 
into a desert," El-Baz says "and, 
to our knowledge, without the 
existence of humans or life forms 
as we know them on Earth.

Eons ago, "there was flowing 
water on the surface of Mars. 
Eventually it dried up. And then 
the wind took over. And what we 
have today is a windblown 
environmenf — just like the 
Western Desert, a vast desolate 
region of sand dunes, boulders 
and stark featureless plains. 

In the case of Mars, "the whole 
planet is a desert." 

Although many deserts on our 
planet have been compared to 
■Mara, the southwestern desert of 
Egypt presents "a unique anal- 
ogy," El-Baz said. 

The Western Desert's dried 
river-beds and lakes, like Mara, 
indicate the area' enjoyed a wetter 
climate in the past Egypt's desert 
is also useful because it is one of 
the driest regions in the world, and ^ 
the wind plays a dominant role in 
erosion and the movement of sur- 
face material.

40-odd services. 

Technically, the conference 
task is to allocate frequencies bet- 
ween the services, not between 
governments. Western sources 
insist. 

But in Geneva the proposals for 
allocations are made by the gov- 
ernments as members of the 154- 
nation International Telecom- 
munications Union and are 
decided in a forum in which the 
Third World has a clear voting 
majority. This put the services 
problem back to square one, the 
sources admit. 

Keeping track of the possible 
effects of the vast number of 
claims for frequency bands is so 
complicated that the U.S. delega- 
tion has installed its own computer 
in the building of the U.S. SALT 
delegation where the group has its 
offices.

President Giscard 

U.K., Danes 
at odds over 
fishing rights 

LONDON, Oct 12 (AP) — 
British naval ships and Danish 
fishing trawlers waged a war of 
nerves in the North Sea off Scot- 
land early Friday as Danish 
fishermen sought to force a show- 
down over a British fishing ban. 

About two dozen Danish boats 
arrived Thursday on the borders 
of the 150 miles by 300 miles area 
known as the Pout Box or Sperling 
Box. Financially hard-pressed j 
skippers have vowed to defy the j 
British ruling they riaim is nnfair 
and violates European Common 
Market policy. 

None of the vessels was 
reported to have started fishing | 
yet, but Britain made dear it 
would arrest any that do. British 
patrol planes and naval vessels 
kept the Dames under surveil- 
lance. 

“ I hope no Danish fishing boat 
would do anything so silly as break 
the law,” declared Lord Mans- 
field, minister of state in Britain’s 
Scottish Office. “ I do not want a 
bout of fisticuffs in the North 
Sea.” 

Britain itself Is no stranger to 
“ cod wars, ” having titled twice 
with Iceland in recent years over 
fishing rights in Icelandic waters. 

British fishermen have in file 
past bitterly criticized Danish 
boats, and .others including Rus- 
sian, over indiscriminate “ vac- 
uum cleaner" fishing that has 
lowered fish stocks in the North 
Sea.

After harrowing overland or sea . 
escapes from their ravaged home- 
lands, many refugees arrive 
weakened and sick as uninvited 
and sometimes unwanted guests in 
strange lands. 

Where they find temporary 
asylum — Thailand, Hong Kong, 
Malaysia, Indonesia or the Philip- 
pines— can make some difference 
in their chances of survival, a sur- 
vey of refugee officials found. 

Medical care varies widely and 
some camps have very few doctors 
and no hospital facilities. Dirt, 
overcrowding and poor sanitation 
at ethers have spawned epidemics 
and disease. 

Exact statistics on the total 
number who have died in the 
camps are not available, but some 
experts estimate it must be several 
thousand. 

Early this year, some 15,000 
Muong tribesmen poured into 
Thailand from Laos after a long 
trek and in bad condition. Thai- 
land aid sources said that for a 
while, their death rate was 5 per 
cent from malnutrition and dis- 
ease, although the situation is 
reportedly better now. 

This week, thousands of sick 
and starving Cambodians, many 
hardly able to walk, crossed into 
Thailand. The refugees said many 


Lagos condemns France’s 
meddling in Africa affairs 


UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 12 1 R) 
— Nigeria Thursday strongly con- 
demned interference by certain 
European countries, especially 
France, in the internal affairs of 
some African states. 

“Like Bourbons of old, they 
have dearly proved that they have 
learned nothing and forgotten 
everything,” Nigerian U.N. rep- 
resentative B. Akporode Qark 
told the U.N. General Assembly.

Pakistani seed defeated

Carter Cuba stance 
has pleased nobody

WASHINGTON, Oct 12 (R) — President 
Jimmy Carter has been under attack both for 
overreacting and underreacting on the issue 
of Soviet troops in Cuba, leading at least one 
supporter to remark wryly that the presi- 
dent’s approach must be just right, - 

Others, less charitable, concluded the pres- 
ident’s October 1 speech, outlining U.S. 
measures such as military exercises in the 
Caribbean but stopping short of such direct 
action as economic sanctions, alienated just 
about everybody: hardliners, softliners and 
middle-of-the-roaders. 

In the process, opponents and supporters 
agree, he set back prospects for Senate 
approval of the Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty (SALT XX) and further hurt Ms shaky

political standing. 

Depending on one's point of view, the inci- 
dent began either as a national security threat 
comparable to the 1962 Cuban missile crisis 
or as a politically inspired “pseudo-crisis." 

But clearly it ended as a public relations 
exercise, albeit one with unusually serious 
implications. 

Any doubt about this was resolved the day 
before the speech when his personal pollster 
Patrick Cadeil and public relations adviser 
Gerald Ra&hoon joined the secret White 
House talks. 

The product of those deliberations, and of 
Carter’s isolated weekend at Camp David 
with his wife, Rosalynn, was a speech conced- 
ing that the Russians had not agreed to get 
their troops out of Cuba. 

But Carter tried to put the best face on the 
atuation. 

First, the president sought to calm any 
panic. “ I want to reassure you at the outset," 
he said, "that we do not face any immediate, 
concrete threat that could escalate into

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12 (R) — The 
U.S. Senate in a harsh disciplinary meas- 
ure has denounced Senator Herman Tal- 
madge for financial misdeeds in office but 
stopped short of expelling him. 

The Senate ethics committee, after a 
15- month investigation, found last month 
that the Georgia Democrat" senator knew 
or should have known about diversion of 
campaign binds and filing of false Sm**" 
expense claims on his behalf going on in 
his office. The Senate approved the com- 
mittee's report Thursday. 


Next, after contemptuously dismissing 
Cuban leader Fidel Castro, who Carter said 
“automatically follows the Soviet line,” he 
outlined what he called Soviet exsm-anccs 
that their troops would not pose a threat to 
the Western hemisphere. 

Declaring he would not "rest on these 
Soviet statements alone," however, the pres- 
ident described a series of U.S. actions that 
aides said would show both friend and foe the 
overwhelming American military might in 
the Caribbean. 

Finally, Carter urgently renewed his call 
for Senate approval of SALT H, saying: "We 


must not play politics with the survival of the 
human race." 

The U.S. moves that were the heart of the 
speech added up to a series of show-the-flag 
exercises, highlighted by an old-fashioned 
Marine exercise on the U.S. base at Guan- 
tanamo in Cuba, planned for mid-October. 

The exercise, temporarily adding at least 
1,800 marines to the regular force of 420, will 
demonstrate that Castro, who wants the 
Americans out of Guantanamo, is powerless 
to act efeen with Soviet support, administra- 
tion officials said. 

Carter’s actions and his words were care- 
fully chosen to make this point without pro- 
voking a military confrontation with Mos- 
cow, or seriously d amag in g already strained 
U.S.-Soviet relations, the officials said. 

But the two goals were inherently in con- 
flict, the balance between them difficult or 
Impossible to achieve, which explains why the

LONDON, Oct 12 (AP) — 
Britain Thursday gave guerrillas 
at the Zimbabwe Rhodesia peace 
talks its thud ultimatum within the 
past seven days, either to accept 
the draft independence constitu- 
tion or face collapse of the confer- 
ence. 

Foreign Secretary Lord Car- 
rington, the conference chairman, 
adjourned the five-week-old 
peace talks after the Patriotic 
Front guerrilla alliance responded 
ambiguously, to his last deadline 
set Tuesday, and sought to shelve 
the constitutional dispute and 
move to discussing transition 
arrangements. 

A Patriotic Front spokesman 
told reporters later: "there is 
nothing to reconsider." 


"When we resume, which will be 
in the near future... I shall need to 
know without ambiguity whether 
the Patriotic Front accepts the 
constitution." 

The guerrillas moved nearer the 
British Position Thursday by 
dropping their objections to the 
draffs citizenship provisions. But 
guerrilla chiefs said they had to 
reserve their position on compen- 
sation for nationalized land, and 
other points of dispute. 

Muzorewa’s group said Thurs- 
day they were getting impatient 
over the delays.

The administration appeared to many to 
have lost control from the first, when it per- 
mitted Church and others to define the newly 
discovered Soviet combat troops in Cuba as a 
crisis which could be resolved only by their 
withdrawal.
